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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 


e  often  read  in  our 
newspapers  of  the  problems 
of  terrorism  endured  by  the 
Russian  authorities  in  Grozny 
and  Chechnya.  It  may  come 
as  a  surprise  to  many  to  learn 
that  the  area  contains  many  ancient  Jewish 

communities. 

In  the  early 
1960s,  Nikita 
Khrushchev 
closed  the  Grozny 
Synagogue  as  part 
of  his  anti- 
religious 
campaign.  The 
rather  exotic 
congregation  of  Mountain  Jews  found 
alterative  premises,  although  Muslim 
Fundamentalists  made  trouble  for  them 
later.  The  community,  which  dates  back 
some  1 ,600  years,  is  now  leaving 
Chechnya  for  Israel  because  of  the  fighting 
and  also  to  fulfill  a  dream  that  has  kept 
them  firmly  attached  to  their  faith. 
According  to  an  article  in  the  London 
Jewish  Chronicle  recently,  these  Mountain 
Jews  live  in  the  Caucasus  area,  which 
includes  parts  of  Dagestan  and  Azerbaijan 
as  well  as  Chechnya. 

During  Tsarist  times,  they  were 
sometimes  protected  and  sometimes 
prosecuted.  When  the  Germans  invaded 
the  Soviet  Union,  their  leaders  convinced 
the  occupying  army  that  they  were  not 
racially  Jews  and  some  were  spared. 
However,  in  other  locations  they  were 
executed.  Dagestan  and  Grozny  survived, 
as  the  Germans  did  not  reach  that  far. 

I  remember  hearing  Professor  Herbert 
Paper  lecture  many  years  ago  in  Chicago 
on  the  “Tat”  language  written  in  Hebrew 
characters,  which  is  the  Iranian  dialect 
spoken  by  these  Jews,  and  it  is  fascinating 
to  realize  that  this  is  yet  another  language 
peculiar  to  Jews. 

The  events  of  the  past  years  have 
proven  to  be  a  new  impetus  for  these  of 
our  co-religionists  to  settle  in  Israel.  In

Congregational  School

Leadership.  Pedagogy.  Judaism. 


These  are  the  three  archways 
through  which  40 
congregational  school 
principals  (I  am  one  of  them) 
from  New  York,  Long  Island, 
Westchester,  Rockland,  New 
Jersey,  Connecticut,  and  Philadelphia 
entered  this  past  July  as  part  of  a 
professional  development  initiative 
that  fosters  collegiality,  leadership 
development,  and  Jewish  learning. 
Backed  by  a  $1.8  million  grant  from 
UJA-Federation  of  New  York,  the 
Conservative  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  (JTS)  and  the  Reform 
Hebrew  Union  College  -  Jewish 
Institute  of  Religion  (HUC-JIR)  have 
partnered  for  the  first  time  to  create 
an  historic  institute.  It  marks  the  first 
time  many  of  the  leaders  of  Reform, 
Reconstructionist,  and  Conservative 
schools  have  worked  together. 


Each  Leadership  Institute  participant 
will  work  closely  with  a  mentor,  who 
will  guide  and  coach  him  or  her  on 
this  journey  and  assist  in  tailoring  the 
learning  covered  in  the  program  to 
the  individual  principal’s  school  and 
community.  This  relationship 
culminates  in  the  design  of  a  School 
Change  Project  in  each  principal’s 
school.  The  12  mentors  were  invited 
to  participate  by  administrators  of  the 
Institute;  the  40  participants  were 
chosen  from  over  60  applicants. 

The  first  summer  seminar  was  held 
July  5  -  15  at  HUC-JIR  in  Manhattan. 
The  first  week  focused  on  vision  and 
reflection  and  featured  sessions  led  by 
Dr.  Jonathan  Woocher  (JESNA),  Dr. 
Steve  Brown  (JTS),  Jo  Kay  (HUC-JIR), 
Dr.  Jeff  Kress  (JTS),  and  Dr.  Joseph 
McDonald  (Steinhardt  School  of 
Education,  NYU).

Despite  the  fact  that  we  are  now 
two  months  into  the  school 
year,  it  seems  as  though  our 
programs  are  dawning  a  new 
beginning.

The  second  week  turned  toward 
school  culture  and  school  change,  and 
featured  Evie  Rotstein  (Leadership 
Institute),  Dr.  Lisa  Grant  (HUC-JIR), 
and  Cyd  Weissman  (Re-Imagine 
Project). 

Additional  text  study  sessions  were 
taught  by  Rabbi  Robert  Harris  (JTS), 
Rabbi  Lawrence  Hoffman  (HUC-JIR), 
and  an  orientation  and  text  study  for 
the  Israel  Seminar  was  led  by  Rabbi 
Ron  Symons  and  Ofek  Meir  from  the 
Leo  Baeck  Education  Center  in  Haifa. 

Over  the  next  two  years,  principals 
will  participate  in  another  10-day 
intensive  summer  seminar  in  July 
2006,  eight  1-2  day  symposia,  and  a 
6-day  Israel  seminar.  Grants  of  up  to 
$2,000  will  be  provided  in  order  to 
implement  School  Change  Projects. 
Small  grants  will  also  be  available 
for  participants  to  create  an 
Individualized  Education  Plan  with 
their  mentors,  which  will  help  them 
define  their  goals  for  professional 
development  and/or  further  Jewish 
learning.  All  seminars  and  symposia 
will  take  place  on  the  campuses  of  JTS 
and  HUC-JIR.
